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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to amendment filed on 2/7/2009. 

2. Claims 1-2, 4-18, and 20-21 have been amended. 

3. Claims 3 and 19 have been cancelled. 

4. The objection to the Specification is withdrawn in view of applicant's amendment (see Examiner's 
Amendment below). 

5. The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 101 to claims 1-21 is withdrawn in view of applicant's amendment. 

6. The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bracha et al. USPN 6,430,569 is 
withdrawn in view of applicant's amendment. 

7. Claims 1-2, 4-18, and 20-21 are pending. 

8. Claims 1-2, 4-18, and 20-21 are allowed. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

9. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions be 
unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

10. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fail to teach, in combination with the other claimed 
limitations, performing a loader re-entrant interpretation of a bytecode of the method if the method is 
invoked, and prefixing an implementation of the bytecode of the method with a class initialization barrier 
upon a first use of the class, prefixing an implementation of the bytecode of the method with a link 
resolution barrier upon the first use of a symbolic link, and accessing one of a first loader dependent data 
and a second loader dependent data of the method of one of the first loader independent runtime 
representation and the second loader independent runtime representation being executed as recite in 
independent claims 1 and 17. 

The closes cited prior arts, Bracha et al. (USPN 6,430,569) teaches a process for making a 
bytecode of a method sharable by a first class loader and a second class loader. However, Bracha et al. 
(USPN 6,430,569) fails to teach performing a loader re-entrant interpretation of a bytecode of the method 
if the method is invoked, and prefixing an implementation of the bytecode of the method with a class 
initialization barrier upon a first use of the class, prefixing an implementation of the bytecode of the 
method with a link resolution barrier upon the first use of a symbolic link, and accessing one of a first 
loader dependent data and a second loader dependent data of the method of one of the first loader 
independent runtime representation and the second loader independent runtime representation being 
executed as recite in independent claims 1 and 17. 

These claimed limitations are not present in the prior art of record and would not have been 
obvious, thus all pending claims 1-2, 4-18, and 20-21 are allowed.
